He Head of a Man feemeth ro offer it felf, as the firtt thing to be 
confidered ; it doth poflefs the higheft place inthe Body, and 
reprefents the, uppermolt and Angelical Region;it is the Fort of mans 
Minde, the Seat of Reafon, the Habitation of Wi(dom, the Shop. of 
Memory, Judgment and Cogitations * It containeth the Brain, cold 
and {pongeous by nature; inclofed withtwoskins, the one more hard 
and thick, joyning it felf to the Brain-pan, called Dura Masér 5 the 
other more chin and eafie, wherein lieth the, Brain incloted, called 
Pia Maters vis foftand tender to the Brain, and nouritheth it, asa 
loving Mother doth her young and tender Babe ; from Pia Mater 
doth iffue the Sinews and Marrow that defeendeth and fallech down 
snto the Reins of the Back: Inthe Brain, 1s the feat and throne of 
therationat Souls in which are a very great number of Veins and 
Arteries planted, ramifying (or branching ) themf{elyes through all 
che fub(tacice thereof, adminifteing to the Brain, both Spirit and 
Life, yiraland nutrimental nourifhment, which is brought by the a- 
Corefaid {mall Veins and Axterics from the Heart ang Liver 5 and ent 
cotte

cocted and reconcofted’, elaborated and made very fubtil , palling 
through thofe woven and interlaced, curning and winding paflages, 
in which labyrinth che vital Spirit often paflang and re-paflings is per= 
fected and refined, and becomes animal, 

It is nor loft labour,if we confider, how the Pia Mater divideth the 
fubftance of the Brain, and lappeth it into certain Cells or Divifions, 
viz, the fubftance of the Brain is’ divided into three Ventricles , of 
which the foremoft containerh the moft, the middlemoft lefs, the hine 
dermoft the leaft. In the foremoft part of the Brain Imagination is 
feated, inthe middlemoft Judgment, in the hindermoft. Memosy ; 
Imagination is hoc and dry in quality, quick and ative, from whence 
it cometh that frantick men, and fuchas are fick of hor and burning 
Maladies, are excellent in that which belongs to Imagination; many 
upon fuch a difternper have been excellent: in Poetry and Divination, 
it never fleepeth, but is always working, whether the man be fleeping 
or waking:; and by the Vapors that come from the Heart, from varic~ 
ty of Cogitations,which, wanting the regulation of Judgment, (when 
man ficepeth ) becomes a Dream. 

Hence it appeareth, that Subrilry, Promptitude, and that which 
they commonly call Wit, belongeth to'a hot Imagination : Iris 
actives ftirring, undertaketh all, and ferceth all the reft towork, it 
gathereth the kinds and figures of things, both prefent, by the fervice 
of the five Senfes, and abfent by the common Senfe. | 

Judgment is feared inthe midft of the Brain, there to. bear rule 
over the other Faculties, itis the Judge of the little World, tite feat 
of the rational Soul, andthe Judge of mens A@iors. If you would 
know the meang whereby it knoweth and judgeth of ‘things, Aviftotle 
and many others have thought that the Spirit knoweth'by, the help of 
the Senfes, and thac che Underftanding without the Senfes.is but. as 


white paper, Nil eft in intelledtu, quod non futrit prius in fenfs,. There 


i9 nothing in the Underftanding which was not firft in the Senfe, 

This opinion is falfe, becaufe the feeds of Science and Vertue are 
infinuated into out Spirits, elfe is they ftate of the redfonable, Soul 
worle than-the vegetative or fenfitive,which of themfelyes. are.able to 
exercife their Fun&ions s It were abfurd to think that. fo. Noble and 
divine a Faculty thould beg afliftance of fo vile and corruptible as the 
Senfes, which apprehend: only the fimple accidents, not the natures 
horeflence of chings, Again, were it fo, it muft follow , thacthey 
thac have their Senfes moft perfe@, thould be moft witty ;. whereas 
we many times fee the contrary. 

¥et let no man chink, that the Spirit hath no fervice from the Sen- 
fes, for in the beginning, difcovery. and invention of things, the Sen= 
{es do much feryice to the Spirit, but the Spirit dependeth not upon 
the Senfes, Lo Bs Some 
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Sotne are of opinion that itis hot and moift in quality , ochers 
fay, that a dry temperature is proper to the Linderftanding , whereby 
it comes to pafsy thac aged perfons excel thofe in Underftanding that 
arc youngs becaufe as years increafe, moifture doth decreafe in the 
Brain ; hence it comes to pals, that melancholick perfons that are af~ 
fi@ed with want, and faft much, are wife and ingenious > for heavi~ 
ne(s and falting are great dritrs ¢ Splendor feccus animus fapiens 
tiffimus > vexatie dat intellettum, heat and drought refineth the wits 
affliGion giveth underftanding, and that is the reafon that great pers 
fons that feed highly,and take little care, and (eldome lie under vex 
ation or #ffiction , for the moft part are none of the wifeft; Beafts 
that are of a dry temperature, as Ants, Bees, Elephants, exc. are 
wife and ingenious : On the contrary, they that are of a moift Con» 
fticution, are ftupid and without {piric, as are Swine. Memory is 
feated inthe hinder Cellof the Brain, as the grand Accountant of 
Regifter of the little World, whofe office is to record things palt, pre- 
fenty or to come; Some fay its vemperacure is cold and dry, and-chat 
gs the reafon that melancholick people have good memories 5 othersy 
that itis moift, becaufe Children have beter memories thanold 
Men ; men are more apt for Memory in the Morning by reaion of che 
moifture gained by fleep in the Night’: che common people do. more 
efteem of memory, and delight more in itthan of the other two ; ic 
maketh a great thew inthe world, and they judge thofe who have a 
good memory to be very wise, efteeming more of Science than of Wif= 
dom; but of the three ic is the leat, and that which fools do many 

times enjoy, for {eldom is an excellent memory joyned with under- 
ftanding and wifdom, for their temperatures are contrary 5 hence 
comes tharill courfe in the inftruGing of youth, 27% to make them 
have by heart all they leaen,and fo ftuff and gorge memory with other 
mens good, and ftarve the underftanding. We feethofe that have all 
Ariftotle and Cicero in theit heads, yecare the verieft {o's in the world. 

Many have been’ very excellent inthis Facultys Seacca repeated 
evo thoufard Names as they were firtt {poken ; he alfo hearing two 
hundred Verfes, rehearfed them, and began at the laft. cyrus and 
Scipio knew every Souldiers Name in their Armies, Dfithvidates 
learned the language of two and twenty Nations : Efdvas the Prieft 
had the whole Jewith Do@rine by heart 5 Julsus Cefar would di+ 
Aateto four atthe fametime ; and that which is more ftrange y 
Pliny would didtate to one , hear another 5 and read at the fame in- 
ftant.As thefe were fo excellent and acute in memory, others were as 
dull: Atticus could never learn the Letters of the Alphabet by 
heart 2 others could not count above four: itis faidythat Theodore Be= 


aa two years before he died, as he languithed, his Mind grew fo panes

that he forgat things prefenr,yet held thofe things, which were prins 
ted in his mind before time, when his underftanding and memory 

was good. What fhall we fay of Mef/ala Corviais , who torgat his owa 
natne ? Or Francifcus Barbarus of Athexs, avery learned man imthe. 
Greek tongue, having received a blow omhis head with a ftone, fore 

githis learning,which he had fpenc the greateft part of his time upon, 

yer remembered all things elfc?Thefe things are brought to pafs(with= 

out doubt ) either by the ftecngth or debility of mens genitures, and 

from dire&tions, and accidents chence proceeding. Witand under= 

ftanding, and all the faculties of the foul depends on a certain tem= 

perament : end hence it comes to pats ( and oftentimes ) that thofe 

that are acute, and wife in fome things, are ftupid and dull in others 

fome.

CHAP. IV. 
Of the parts belonging to the Head, 


Hr given you a brief and general defcription of the Head, 
and of the intelleétive faculty of man; it is meet now to treat 
of the fenfitive part, which will lead meto delcribe the patticulax 
parts of the head. 

The fenfitive faculty hath its eefidence in the Pia Mater, it is that 
which gives yertue to all the particulag fenfes, and keeps a harmony 
among them ¢ they are five in number, vz, Seeing, Hearing, Smel- 
ling, Tafting, Feeling : Although thefe are all united in one in the 
‘brainy yet operatively they arc diftinguifhed in their feveral feats, 
and places of refidence, 

The fight refides in the eyes, and particularly in the Cryftalline 
humor, they are two innumber, and collateral, planted in the high- 
eft ftage as Centiaels, they are the luminaries of the Micvocofm ; Galex 
faith, the brain and the head were made fortheeye, that they mighe 
be in the higheft as a beholder in a Tower, they are next in nature 
unto the Soul ; for in the eye is feen and known the difturbances and 
pticfs, gladnefs and joys of the Soul, as Love, Wrath, and other Paf- 
fiens; they be compounded and made of feven Tunicles-or Coais, 
and three humors,chey proceed out of the fubftance of the brain, and 
come through the Pia Mater, of whofe {ubftance they take a panicle, 
to defend ic from annoyance. They meet and are united into one fie 
new, about half an inch in length, before they enter the skull, and af~ 
rer diyided inco cwo,each goeth into one eye, they are called Nervi Op= 
fici, the Oprick Neryes, and theough thefe, are brought. the vifible 

Lee B44 Spirits 
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Spirits to che eye. Thefe are the moft noble outward parts of the 
body, in beauty,utility, mobility and activicy, They are co the vilages 
that whieh the vifage isto the body, they are the face of the face; 
and becaufe they are tender delicate and pretious, they are fen 
ced and rampaz’d on all fidess with skins, lids, brows» and hait. The 
obje& of the eye or fight is colour(according to the common opinion) 
which is the adherent quality in bodies, whereof there are fix fim= 
ples as whire, yellows red, purple, geeen, and blew ;> the compounds 
are infinite ; to {peak mage fully, the crue objec is light 5 whith is 
never without colour. and without which the colours are invifible. 

The fenfe of Seeing excelleth all che reft in many things; if ap- 
prehendeth farther off, and extendeth it felf even co the Stars. Its 
certainly reported, that Strabo had fuch acute eyes, that frem Lily~ 
beuins he could difcernthips, going forth of the Carthaginian Havens 
and could number them, chediftance was 35. miles, Ir hath more 
wariery of objects, for to all things, and generally in all, there is 
light and colour the objets of the eyes, as 1 hinted before, Ic is moft 
exquifice ; for it is moft exact, in the leaft and fineft thing that pre- 
fents it {elf, Icis more prompt and fudden, for ic apprehendeth eyen 
in’a momeng and without motion, when the other fenfes require mo- 
rion and time.’ Icenjoyetha liberty incomparable to others : the eye 
Teethsor feeth not, and therefore hath lidsto open or fhuc: it is actives 
all the eft purely paflive. Buc that whch is moft noble in this {enfe 
ig, thar the privation of the obje& thereof, which is darknels, brings 
fear, and that naturally, becaufethen a man findeth himfelf robbed 
of foéxcellent a guides the fight in the lighr, is inftead of company, 
wherein man much delighteth. 


Ic would fill a large volume,to defcribe the Eye in eyery particulars, 


but that which I have faid thereofsis fufficient,it being nog my task to 
write an Anatomy. Hearing is the'next {enfe to be confidered, whofe 
refidence is im the cares, it 1s in quality cold and dry, under the dos 
minion of Saturn. ‘They are placed on the outfide of the head, in the 
felf-fame heightas the cyes ares as the Scouts of the body,Porters of 
the Spirit, the Receivers and Judgers of thefounds, which alwayes 
afcend, They have theit entrance oblique and crooked, that {othe 
found may not enter all at once, whereby the fenfe of hearing might 
bé hindredsand hot well able co judge: and again that the founds be- 
ing fugitive, might these lutk, and abide under his fhadow , till the 
snfiruments of hearing have gotten poffeffion thereof, The Sinews 
that are the organs of hearing, {pring cach from the Brain,and when 
they come to the hole of the Eases they are writhed together;the end 
is Vike a worm cr little teat, intowhich is received the found , and 
from thence carried to the common wits to diftinguith, The obje& 
of the car or hearing in a found,or noile proceeding from the encoun= 
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ter of two bodies: A pleafane and melodious found fweetneth and ap 
peafeth the Spirit, confequently. the body too, and drives maladies 
from them both ; the fharp and penetrant,doth trouble and wound she 
Spirit, This fenle hath many fingularities ; for the fervice of the 
body, the fight is moft neceffary, buc for che Spirit, hearing hath the 
{uperiority, Ic is Spiritual, che agent of underftanding 5 many that 
have been blind, have been grear and wife Philofophers, bur/never 
any that were deaf. In brief, fcience, truth, and virtue, hath no 
other entrance inte the Soul, bur by the Ear, Chriftianity teaches 
that faith cometh by hearing, which the fight doth sather hore thas 
help, Faith is the belief of thofe things, which are not feen ;_ which 


. belief is acquired by hearing, For all thefe reafons and many more 


thac might be inferred, the wifeft have fo much commended Hearing, 
the pure guardian fromall corruption; the health of the inward man, 

Smelling is feated inthe Nofe, governed by Mars, and is hot and 
dry in quality ; and therefore Martial Creatures, or fuch as are hor 
and dry of conftitution, excel in this faculty, as Doggs, de. From 
the brain cometh two Sinews tothe holes of the brain pan, where 
beginneth the concavity of the Nofe y and thefe two are the proper 
Organs or inftruments of fmelling, they have heads like paps, into 


_ which is received che virtue of fmelling, and prefenting it to the coms 


mon fenfe, Over thefetwo Organs , is placed Colatorium, ox the no- 
ftrils, which concavity or ditch was made for two caufes 5 firfty thar 
the air, that bringeth the {pirit of {melling, might reft therein, till 
it were xecciyed by its proper Organs. Seconfty,that the excrements 
of the Brain might be hidden under it, tillic be fit to be eje@ed. 
From this.concavity goeth two heles into the mouth, of which we 
may take notice of three conveniences: Firft,chat when a mans mouth 
is Clo{ed, either by caring or fleeping, that then air might come 
through them tothe Lungs: elfe aman mutt be forced to hold his 
mouth open always. Secondly,they are helpful to a mans fpecch, for 
when one or both of thofe paflages are ftopped a man -{peaketh in the 
Nofe, as we commonly fay. Thirdly, they are ufeful in the cleanfing 
of the concavici¢s of the nofe,cithes by {nuffing,or drawing it through 
the mouth. The obje& of {mell is an odour,or {cent, which isa fume 
rifigg from an odoriferous.objea, afcending to the nofe, to the ventri- 
cles of the brain : the ftrong and violent hurtech the brain, the cem- 
perare and good, deth rejoyce, delight and comfort, This fenfe is of= 
tentimes very ufeful,in difcovering meats or drinks of an evil odours 
which otherwife would much prejudice the ftomach, and work evil

Muck more might be faid, rouching the fhape and form, matter 
and compefition of the Nofe, but my defign is to diftinguith the parts 
in a general way, The

The Taft is hot and moift, and under the influence of 7upéer ; this 
Senfe harh its refadence in the palace of the mouth, and tenguc, Its 


“Gilice is to difcern what food is congruous to the ftomach 5 and what 


not. The skinof the palate of the mouth is the fame,with che inward 
part of the ftomach ; and the fame with the way of the meatinto the 
ftomach ; and hence it cometh to pafs, that when a man is touched 
wpon the Palace of ch: mouth, it tickleth the ftomach , and. fo much 
the nearer co the throar, fo much more the ftomach abhorreth. The 
abje& of Tafting is a favour or {mack , whereof there: are fix fimple 
kinds ; as Sweet, Sowr, Sharps Tart, Sale, Biccer ; the compounds 
are many. And being led to the mouth, it isnot amifs, if L{peak a 
few words to the compofition thereof. In the mouth, are five parts to 
be confidered ; the Lips, che Teeth, the Tongue, the Ulyula, the Pa- 
lare of che mouth; of the which I have afready {poken: A word or two 
af the reft: The lips are made of a mufculous fleth, their office iss 
firft, asthe door tothe houfe to keep the mourh clofe , till the meac 
be chewed, Secondly they help to pronounce the fpecch, The Teeth 
che hardeft members; feftned into the mandible ; their office is firft 
co grind the meat before it goeth into the ftomach,that fo ic may the 
better digeft ; Secondly, chat it might be a help co the {peech for 
they that want any of their Teeth are defective therein. The number 
is uncertain, fome have more, fome have lefs ; they who have their 
full number have thirty and two. The rongue is a carnous member, 
compound and made of many Nerves,Ligaments, Veins and Arteries, 
ordained principally for three caufes : Firft, thar when a man caceth, 
the tongue might turn the meat in the mouth, till ic be chewed. Se~ 
condly by the tongue, and the palace of the mouth near the root of 
the tongues is received the raft of {weet or fower, and thence prefetited 
tothe common fenfes to pafs Judgment thereof. Thirdly and princt- 
pally the congue is ordained for the pronunciation of (peech, of which 
faculty I muft crave leave to infift on, and thatas briefly as may be. 
Speech is an excellent prefent, and very neceflary ; giyen only unto 
many animé index Cr fpeculum: itis the interpreter and image of the 
foul; the hearts meffenger : the gate, through which doth pafs all 
that lyeth within the dark and hidden corners ofman ; by this the 
Spirit becomes vile. OF all the excernal and vilible parts of tbe bee 
dy, that which cometh neateft to the heart is the root thereof; and 
chat which cometh meareft thechoughrs is{peech, Out of the abune 
dance of the Heart the mouth [peaketh It is 2 powerful Mafter, an Im 
perious Commander ; it ftirreth up,animaccth, exafperateth, apped= 
jerh, maketh fad,merrys it imprintech whatever paffion it handleth ; 
feccech the foul of the hearer ; ic maketh him blath, wax pale, laughs 
CTY, 
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cry, tremble, mad with choles, leap for joy,what nor? Ic is the grear 
huck{tee, and incermedler, by it we traflick, peace ishandled, affairs 
are managed, itis the band of humane {ociety : hearing and {pesch 
an{wer, and are accommodated the one to the other : by chefe two the 
fouls are poured the cne intothe other: fo that if thefe two gates be 
fhut, (as it is in thofe chat are deaf amd dumb) the Spirit remainech 
folitary and miferable, Hearing is the gate co enter ; by it the Spiric 
seceiveth all things from without: f{peech isthe gate to go our, 
through it the Spiric fendeth forth that which was within, From the 
communication of thefe rwo,as from the ftroke of two flints, these co- 
meth forth the fire of truch;& {o by the polifhing & cubbing of thefe 
two, knowledge cometh to perfe@tion. But Heating is the firft and 
principal, for there can nothing come forth, which not firft entered ; 
and therefore he that is deaf altogether by nature, is allo dumb. 

~T might much more enlarge my felf in che defcription of the head 2 
but my purpofe being to declare nothing, but what may be pertinent 
in the manifeftation of the humane faculties and vertues ; I fhall 
conclade this Chapter with'a word or two of the fenfe of feeling which 
is of no particular quality, but ofall, hor, cold, drys and moift, it is 
deputed to no particular Organ, but is {pread abroad over the whole 
body ° ir is the Index of all cangible things: its Object then muft be 
heat or cold, drouth or moifture ; things prefent and polite, tharp 
and {marting, motion, reft, tickling. It is well known that man, and 
other Creatures live without fome particular fenfe ; Icisthe opinion 
of moft, that a man cannot live without this fenfe of Feeling, being 
only neceflary unto life: yer Auguftine proveth the contrary, in the 
34 Book de Civitate Dei ; by example of a Presbytery that lay as 
though he were dead, and did not feel thofe chat pulled him, noe 
woald he ftir, though they buraed him with fire, yet confeffed that 
he could then hear men {peak , (if they {pake aloud ) as though they 
were far from him; by whichit appears, thacthis he did, not by 
refifting, but for want of the fenfe of feeling which afterward was ree 
ftored to him again : I fhall pafs by whar the Englith Hiftory relates 
of one Elizabeth Barton, a maid of Casterbury, who oftentimes was de- 
prived of hes fenfes, by reafon of a difeafe the had. 

I fhall alfo wave Difputes concerning the ‘number of the fenfes, 
fome fuppofing there are _no more in nature than are apparent in as. 
Fhere may very well be more, yet greatly to be doubred that there 
are ; it is impoflible for us to know them, to affirm them, or to deny 
them, becaufe a man hall never know the want of that fenfe, which 
he never had, one fenfe cannot difcover another ; and if a man wane 
one by nature, yet he knows not which way to affirm it. A man thae 
4s born blind, and hath not heard what fight is ; cannot conceive ah 
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he feeth not, nor defirerh to fee. So man, being not able to imagine 
more than the five that he hath, canna: know how to Judge, whether 
there b: more in nature, who knoweth whether che difficulties that 
we find in many of the Works of Nature, and the effeéts of many 
Creatures, which we cannot underftand, do proceed from the wane 
of fome fenfe thar we haye not? There are hidden-_properties, which 
wefec in many things; anda man may fay that there are fenfible 
faculties in nature, proper co judge and apprehend them, yee muft 
conclude, we have them not: who knoweth whether it be fome pare 
cicular feale, thar difcovereth tht hour of midnighc to the Cock, and 
moves him to crow; or how Beafts are taughe cto choofe certain 
herbs for their'cure, and many fuch like wonders 2 None can affirm 
or deny, faying, This itis, or, That itis. 


CHA PB. VY. 


Of the Stomach and its Faculties. 


He Stomach isa member, Compound and Spermatick, finewy 
and {enfible, wherein is made the perfe@ firft digeftion of Chile; 


Itis a neceffary member to the body, for if it fail in its operation, the 
whole Fabrick is corrupted. Itisin the little world, the fame as the 
terrc{tyial Globe is inthe great world: In ir, is expreffed the fublu- 
rary part of the world ; init are concained the parts thatferye for 
nutrition, concoction, and procreation. And this leads me to difcourfe 
of he adminiftring vercues in man, which are here feated ; and to 
wind up all with a couch of the office of the Microcofmical Stars with 
as much brevity as may be. The Stomach isframed of two pannicles, 
the outer is Caracas, the inner Nersous, from which is ftretched to 
che mouth Ifufazus, or the way of the meat, by whieh the fomich 
drawerth to its felf mzarand drink, as wichhands. By the verrue of 
the fubtil will which is in this Mu/cus Loagitudinal, is made the ace 
tractive vircue, which is hoc and dry, bya quality active, or princi- 
pal, which appears by the Sun, the Fountain of all heat, which is of 
an attractive qualiry,which is evident by his extrs Ging and exhaling 
the humidity from this inferiour Globe, into the airy Region, as into 
the neck or higher part of an Alimbeck ; and being refolved into wa~ 
ter, (by reafon of their weight )fall down again upon the earth,which 
is the veffel receiving : So throagh continued diftillations, by fubliy 
mation of the water, by cohobation, by drawing of the liquor, (be= 
ing often poured on) and fortified by the influence of the Celeftial, 
the Central Sun, the body becomes inducd with a concodtiye, nutei~ 
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tive, and procrcative vertue. So in the Stomach, by-the aGive qua— 
lity of the Micrecofmical Sun, Wis benevolent rayes, and friendly 
heat, meat and drink is defired, and attracted’ into the ftomach, ,for 
the neurifhment of the whole body. 

We Can do no lefs than give Mars a fharein the dominion of the 
attractive faculty, being hot and dry by nature,this is the reafon:Ex- 
perience tellech usy That Martial men, or men of 2 Cholerick con- 
ftitution, are none of the worft Trencher-men; and atthe Pot ine 
comparable, : 

In the ftomach is a Tranfverfe Mufcle, to withhold or make reren= 
tion : by this rerencive vertue, thofe things that are brought inrothe 
ftomach are kept and withholdef, uncil Nature hath wrought his 
kind, and every faculty hath executed his office. It is in quality 
coldana dsy ; Cold,becaufe the nature of cold is to comprefs,or hold 
together, as you may fee inIce? Dry, becaufe ic is the nature of 
drine{s to keepand hold what iscompreficd, It is under the influ- 
ence of Saturn, and that isthe réafon, why, forthe moft part, men 
that are cold and dry of temperature, or, as Aftrologers fay, Sztur- 
nine people, are covetous and tenacious ; and that is the reafon thac 
old men are naturally covetous, becaufe Satur? ruleth old age; and 
by the decay of nature, the temperature becomes cold and dry. 

it hath the Spleen, the reprefentative of Satu7z, lying coward the 
left fide, and furnifheth che ftemach with humours neceflary to fortie 
fic the recentive virtue, 

The digeftive faculty ( which is the chief and moft principal, ) the 
other, like hand-Maids attending it ) ishot and moift; Nacuges 
Cook, and principal Workman, the 4icheus,and central fire, which 
in this Philofophical Veffel, wiz, the Stomach digefterh the viduals 
into a Chaos, er confufed Mafs, that foa natural feparacion may be 
made. Itisunderthe influence of Jupiter, who furnifheth it with 
friendly hear and moifture, by the Liver, (the Microcofwical Fupiter) 
chafing and beating the right fide of the ftomach. 

The ftomach hath alfo a Latitudinal Mufcle or will, which makes 
the expulfive faculty : Itis naturally gold and moift; cold to comprefs 
the fuperfluiry;moift,co make the matter flippery and fit for ejection, 
alfo to work a furable difpofition in the body, It is a neceffary operas 
tion, by it, after the feparation of the pure from the Impure, the 
Elements from the Caput Mortusm, or rather feces, iseemoved, and 
carried away all that’s acedle[s or prejudicial to Nacure, It is under 
the dominion of the Moon ( with whom you may Joyn Venus, being 
of the fame nature ) whofe Epitome, ox Microcofmical fubfitute, vite 
the Brain fendeth a branch of Nerves to the ftomach, and thereby 
furnitheth ic with humours cold ang moift, fit for expulfton,

Now come to fpeak briefly of the Heart, who is the principal of all 

other members, and the beginning of life, he is fer in the mid’it 
o€ the Breaft, by himfelf as Lord and King of all the Members, 
And,esLord ot King ought to be ferved of his Subjeéts that have 
their living of him ; fo are all che Members of the body, fubje&s of 
the Heart: they receive their living from him, and in many wayes 
they do him fervice. He is the fame inthe litcle world, as the Sun 
that glorious Lamp of Heaven is in the great world. Itis called Sol 
C4; poris, as the Sun is called Cor Celi, becaufe their operations are 
fo like: The vical Spiric hath its refidence here; why then fhould 
antiquity with Ignominy be brought tothe Bar, and condemned, for 
faying the Heart lives firft, and dyeslatt: he being the Fountain and 
beginning of life, it muftnecds follow, that it is the firft thing in 
man that lives, and the laft that dyes. 

Here is to be noted, That the Heart hath blood in his fubftance, 
whereas all other members have it intheir Veins and Arcerics. Ir is 
bound ro the back part of the Breaft by certain Ligaments, which 
Ligaments though they cotch not the (ubftance of the Heart ; yet in 
the over part they {pring forth of him; By which he appears to be 
King of the members, and Center of the Microcofmical Planetary 
Hierarchy. 

Moreover, the Heart hath two Ventricles or Concavitiess and the 
left is higher thanthe right; the cause of its hollowne(s, is to keep 

the blood for his nousithing ; andthe Air to abate and temper the 
great heat which is included, and {hut up inthe Concavities. 

Ashe is Sol Corporis, and Center of the reft of the Members, and 
suler of the Family, he communicates to them Life and Motion = yet 
by his heat he attra&ts what is needfull for him(elf, from the other 


fore co the righcVentricle of the Heart,cometh-a Vein from the great 
Vein called Venakelis, which receiveth all the fubftance of the blood 
from the Liver; this Vein, I fay, paffech from Venakelis co the right 
ventricle of the Heart, and bringeth a great percion of the chickeit 
and purcft,blood to nourifh the Heart.

The other Artery hath two Coats; it is called Vena Arterialis, or 
the great Artevy, of which fpringeth ali the other Arteries , chat 
fpread to every member of the body; which cartieth the Spirits, 
which are the Treafures of the Souls vertue. Thus it paffeth till it 
come tothe Brain, and be made an animal Spirit, as you have heard 
before inthe Third Chapter ; ac the Liver it is made nutrimental 
and atthe Tefticles generative. Thus by the Heart is made a Spiric 
of every kind, and ( like the Sun in the Heavens ) by his royal pre- 
fence, he doth confer life and liberty to his fuppliants. 


I might here cell you, why thefe Arteries have two Coats,namelys | 
becaufe one is not {ufficient to withhold the vital Spirits carried in | 


them; their motion being fo violent. Again, the thing carried about 


being fo precious a treafure, it had need of becter keeping. This |

rithy the is the moft excellent Charaber-companion,fhe is the richeft 
Treafure, for fhe is more precious than Goldy the beft of all earthly 
goods : to fay all, without itno earthly thing is a blefling. 

Hence it cometh, that the Arc of Phyfick hath gained a reverend 
efteem in all Ages, and the Phyficians fometimes more than: hamane 
honour, c4#(culapivs tranfported this Art from Egypt into Greece ; 
the Grecians thinking he could saife the dead ) honoured andywor= 
ne ed hina asa God, and his two Daughters as Goddeffes. Indeed 


the difficulty of Medicine brings the more honour and dignity to a 
good Phyfician,which generally. isthus defcribed ; A good Phyfician 
ought to be a man learned, honeft, gentle, diligent, he. ought to truft 
in-God, more than his own skill ; he ought to’ know what. he fhould 
do, and be able to put it into pradtice, becaufe ‘the health, and lite of 
Mankind is committed into his hands: Andy ashe imitates Chrift 
who cures the Soul, the Phyfician the Body, fo.he ought to imitate 
him in aholy and unblameable confervation ; He ought co deny him= 
felf, and co be very tendes of the poor; He muft not be ignorant in 
Divinity, well skilled in Anatomy, in the knowledge of Simples, and 
making up of compound Medicines: And (faith Galea ) if he be ig- 
norant of the Mathematicks, he is a Murderer: 

H'ppocrates in his Aphorifms defcribes.a Phyfician thus ; He oughe 
in difcourfe to be witty and folidjand fo lec him behave himfelf in re- 
proving theerrors of his Patient, and thofe that look cohim 3 let him 
not be fearful nor over-confident , but lethim walk in the middle 
path, becween fear and confidence: He fhould be neat in body and 
minde, temperate in Diet,a hater of vencrecus and lafcivious: actions 5 
Jet every wife man beware of adrunken Phyfician, or any way vie 
cioufly inclined. Lethim not greedily defire honour, buc what he 
honeftly getreth by his Arc; lechim not beg it of others, nor confer 
it upon himfelf; lechim be courteous and have a/fellow-feeling of 
others miferics. Let him declare the event of a Difeale fofar as he 
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knoweth it, that fo he may ftie upthe fick to obedience, and ayoid’ 


the ignominy that may be caft uponthe Art: yer let him jo dee 


Good Phyfician is not envious at the fuccefs of another, nor will he 
detra& from his due praife : he oughr notto be dogged, currith, 


pertinent ro the purpofe, lec gravity and love be read in his face, He 


ought to vific the fick as often as neceflity requireth, and {peak coms 
fortably to him : Let no unfeemly action nor uncivil word proceed | 


from him; let him mor forfake his Pacient for any caufe whatfoever.

Inthe fubftanceof the Brain, which is the feac 
and inftrument of the inrelle€@tual Faculties of the Soul, viz, Imagie 
“nation, Judgment and Memory, are defeéts allo, viz. the depravg= 
tion of thofe faculties, as a Frenfie, Melancholy, and Madnels, fleepy 
Difeafe, Lethargie The Ventricles of the Brain are {ubjea& to many 
Diftempers, as Vertigo, Falling-Sicknefs, the Night-Mare, the Apo= 


thie re ft Ple*yss Palfie, Convulfion, Trembling and quaking, and Catarths. 
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Of inveterate Head-ach, and the Megrim. 


The inveterate Head-ach is called in Greek and Latine, Cephalea ; 


| isa Difeafe of long continuance, very painful, and upon every light 


occafion invadeth the Patient with fhasp Fits, thac he cannot cn= 
dure noife , nor light but defireth to lic ftill in the dark 5 fome- 
rime this Difeafe is with continuance, and fometimes with intermife 
fion. 


The Caufe. 


This Difeafe is caufed through. blood or other humors abounding, 
or by tharp humors or vapors within or without the Skull, inflaming 
the Heads fometimes weaknefs of the Head, is the caufe, 


The Sign 


If fulnefs of humors be the caufe of the Difcafe, then is the Head 
very heavy and lumpith ; if che humours be fharp, the pain is fele 
with pricking and fhooting, if there be Inflammation,the Head worke 
eth ike che Pulfes : if wind be the peccant caufey there is found die 
{tention or ftretching ouc without heavinefs or beating ; if two er 
more of thefe Symptomes appear together, judge accordingly. Note 
that if che pain be fele fuperficially, or outwardly, then is the Perie 
cranium grieved ; if ibe felc within ( which is Known by the pain 


| atthe roots of the Eyes ) thenis the grief within the Dara Mater. 


Hemicrania or the Megrim differeth not from Cephalea, faving that in

They who are afli&ted with either of thefe Difeafes, are in much 
danger, and have need of the {peedy help of anable Phyfician, who 
muft without delay ule his beft endeavours. Firft, Jet him endeavour 
to awake his Patient out of his dead fleep, by prefenting forcible ob- 
jes to every fenfe s Lee him place him fo, That the Sun-beams, 
or {ome clear Jight,may fhine upon his face. Let him fall his ears with 
noife, clamours, and founds, and call nim by his name with a loud 
voice ; put up into his nofe things that are fharp,as Rue, Caftoreumy 
and Vinegar : dothe like to his mouth, Likewife you mutt provoke 
the fenfe of feeling by Fri&ions,pulling of.che hair,and folaing of the 
fingers, and all other parts, binding, ec. You muft provoke the body 
to fteol by fharp Clyfters, thus ; Takeof Sige, Betony,Rue, Cento 
ry, ofeach one handful ; Camomile, Calamint, and Penny-royal, 
ot each half a handful: che feeds of Cummin, {weer Fennel, and 
Dill, of each three drachms : the roots of Polypody, fix drachms. : 
Agarick, three drachms : pulp of Coliquintida, one drachm: boyl 
them ina convenient quanticy of water, until half be confumed ; co 
a pint of the decoction, add the oyls of Lillies and Rue,of each half an 
ounce:Hiera Picra,Benedi@a Laxativayind Diaphxnicon of each half 
an ounce 5 Honey of Rofes,an ounce, Salea drachm : mix them and 
makea Clyfter. If your Patient be young, Qtrong, and full of hor 
humours and blood, you muft foon after the operation of the Clyfter, 
open a Veinin one Arm, lec him not bleed too much at once, Ieft his 
{trength fail ; in a few hours {pace open a vein in the other Arm:fo by 
that means the difeafe will be the more abated, and the ftrength the 


more preferved. After the firft vein opened, if you perceive his coun= . 


cenance more lively, his pulfe beat more orderly,and his breach fecchre 
with moreeafe, it is a good fign, and a good encouragement to open 
another Veintmake the Orifice wide,or elfe the grofleft blied will lie 
behind. Where you fee the body abound with blood, draw blood 
liberally + ifnor, deaw blood {paringly. . 

After letting blood, ifyou fee hopes of your Patients: recovery, 
within a few hours, you maft adminifter fome purgation, the rime of 
the day matters not : one ouace of Ele. Diacaithamum, halfa {cru 
ple of Caftor, diflelyed in Berony water; you may in this cafe make 
ule of Pillule Cochix the grearer cr the'e{s: or Pallale de Agari- 
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Co, (pills of Agarick.) Buc inthe Lethargy ( by reafon it is accompa. 
nied with a Feaver) you ought to adminifter more gentle purgacions, 
as Pillule Hiera cum Agavico, (1 fhall lay down fome general Rules 
for purging, im the next Book,) which ferve to divert the humours, 
flowing tothe Head. But the humours there fixed, muft be purged 
with Scammony one Scruple ; Caftor, two fcruples, adminiftred in 
‘Oximel, which hath been proyed with good fuccefs. ; 
“If hitherto yous Medicines prove unfuccefstul, you muft venter to 
‘adminifter ftronger, noc fearing the danger or firength of your Me-' 
dicine, feeing without it, nothing can be expeéted. You may ufe 
fuch Medicines as are extracted our of the Antimonyy or thofe lefs 
violent, “as is the infufion of Crocus Metallorums or two drachims of the 
Tin@ureof Tobacco, extra&ted with the Spirit of Wine, doth powere

He Vertigo isa Difeafe which maketh a manthink every thing 
turneth round, and fuddenly his fight failech him, all things 
appear mifty and dark. Thisdifeafe is.caufed through inordinate mo- 
ving of windy vapours, and Spirits contained in the Brain, or in che 
mouth of the Stomach offending the Brain, 


The Sigte 


Thofe that are thus troubled, adarknefs and mift appears before 
their eyes upon every light occafion, efpecially if they turn abour. 
Jt aftonifheth him to fee a man, a wheels or any thing, turn round, 
When itis accompanied wich {cund and noife in theears, and ychee 
ment pain in the head, with much heavinels, the deprivation or de= 
bility of any of the fenfes, chefe are infallible teftimonies, that the 
caufe of che diflemper lieth in the Brain; then is that fit worft, when 
the head is hear by the Sun, or any other means. A gnawing of the 
Rtomach, ora difpofition to vomit precede the fit, then the Difeafe 
proceedeth from the mouth of the Stomach. This Difeafe is oftene 
times a Prodromus or forerunner of the Epilepsie ot Falling-ficknefs, 
and fometimes of the Apoplexic, 

The Epilepfe is a Writhing, Cramp, and Convulfion of all the 
parts of the Body; it attachech and much hurteth the fenfe and mind, 
Sometimes it is caufed through gro‘s and clammy flegm or choler, 
ftopping the paflage of the Ventricles of the Brain ; and fomecimes 
from the mouth of the Sromagh, as in the Vertigo. There goeth be- 
fore this Difeafe an evil ftace of the body and mind,fadnefs, forgets 
fulnefs, troublefome dreams, ach of the Head, and continual fulnefs 
of the fame, palenefs of the Bace, and inordinate moving of che 
Tongue, |

Sometimes an ine 
flammation in or near the original of che Nerves, may caufe acontra= 
étion of thofe nervous parts ; and the caufe of this inflammation is 
fometimes internal as a flux of blood upon the part ; or external by a 
wound, contufion, or bruife. 

The Caufes of a Convulfien by emprinefs, are all immoderare 
evacuations whatfoever, difeafes, dier, and Medicines whichare hot 
and dry.

O netimes thete happeneth a Tumor in the corner of the Eyes at 
S the root of the Nofe ; if it do not break, i¢ ts called Anchy!ops , 
it it do break, itis called FEgylops. Sometimes this Tumor cometh’ 
without inflammation, andis bred ofa thick, Aegmatick, flimy hus 
mour, as the Tumors’called Atheromata, Steacomata, gc. of which 
you fhall havea bricf account in the next Book. 

When it cometh with inflammation, iris like a Boil, with fhooting 

ain, and very red, and it cometh by thin and cholerick blood flowing 
thither, and then impofthumatéth ; which being open produceth an 
Ulcer ; then it becomes hollow, and is called Fiftula Lachiysatis. 
The cuse is very difficule, becaufe iris ill applying medicines, the cy¢ 
being fo near. If ic hath not been of long continuance, and the Ori- 
fice to be feen externally, it, may be cured by Medicine: Buc it it hack 
continued a year, the Bone is foul, and hard to be cured without bur= 
ning. Ifit turns to a Cancer, it is incurable, be¢aufe Medicines will 
enlarge it, and inceeafe pain, and is known by the hardnefs and blew 
nefs of the skin, the extenfion of the Veins, and extremity of the 

ain. 

You mutt open a vein, if nothing hinder, and reyel the humours 
by purging, which you may do by thefe following Pills, viz. Cor 
chix, Arabic, Aurex, and Lucis Majoris 3 then you muft endeavour 
co ftop the progrefs by eepelling medicines.: take the juyce of Night- 
fhadesShepheards- purfe,and Knotgtais, of exch two ounces; Acacia, 
the flowers of Balauftines, Bole-armonick, Gauls, Frankineenfe, and 
Rocheallum, of each a dram ; boyl. them well together : then with 
four ounces of whire Wax , and four drams of Turpentine, make a

head. If, afterall this, it will come to Suppuration, make ufe of 
fuch things as will haften it, left the humours corrode the part : ap— 
ply a Pisifter of Diachilon Simplex. If an Inflammation ‘approach, 
apply a Cataplafme made with white bread and milk : Ific break not 
fuddenly, open icwith a Launcet, cleanfe the Ulece and heal it. But 
if ic prove a Fiftula, you muft be the more careful, firft.co cleanfe ir 
thus : Take of Aqua-vite, and Honey of Rofess of each onc ounce ; 

Myrrh two ounces, with Allum and Verdegteece, of cach a dram: 
boil chem together, and make a Liniment; Unguentum Egyptiae 
cum, and Apoftolorum, is of great vertue in this cafe. : 

If the bone be foul, ic muft be cured by an a€tual Caurery : yer 
Fabricius Hildanus faith, he cured a Lachrymal Fiftula with Medi- 
eines ; he applied Exphorbium, and upon the fame an Emplaifter of 
GumeElemi, and this he did till he skaled the bone: afterwards with 
the Tolutan Balfome, a drop upona little lint, he incarnated, and 
confolidated the Fiftula in a very fhort time. 

After this Lachrymal Fiftula, there. followeth a confuming and 
diminifhing of the Caruncle in the corner of the Eye ; fometimes it 
alfo happeneth by a fharp humour falling down thither 5 and fome= 
times by cleanfing medicines applied without difcretion; this Difeafe 
iscalled Rhyas. There is anothes Difeafe contrary to thisy. which is 
an immoderate growth and increafe of the fActh in the corner of che 
Eye ; which proceedeth fometimes for want of orderly drying up of 
the Ulcer, and Sometimes by a defluxion of blood tothe part, and. this 
is called Enchanthis. 

For the Cure of the firft, you muft perform it by incarnative Mee 
dicines : Take of Aloes, Borax,’ Frankincenfe, Dragons-blood, Cy 
prefs Nuts, and Myrtles, of each one dram, the flowers of Pomegra- 
nates, Red Roles, and Comfry, of each two [cruples ; the feeds of 
Sumach one feruple: Let them be boyled inold Canary, and Plane 
cane and Rofe-water, of each half a pint, tothe confumption of half, 
and with this Collyrie often wath the part affected. 

The other you muft cure by taking away the fuperfluous fleth,with 
eating medicines, as Burnt Allum,burnt Vitriol, Aaguentum £gyp= 
tiacum, ot Apoftolorum ; or you muft curit off, and burn ic with an 
Iron : But proceed which way you will, you muft nox forget conver 
nient Evacuations, for fear-of a d:fluxion, and you muft beware left 
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you cake ie not away too near, left ictugn to Rbyss. There is alfo 
adelluxion of Rheum, iffuing ourof the corners of the Byes, and is 
called involuntary weeping,and by fome, Ep'phora ; for the producing 


_of this 'Difeafe, ‘there is an indifpofition in che past fending, and the 


part receiving : the part fending 1s the Brain, wh-ch being too hot or 
too cold, artracteth a watry humour, and fendeth ic to’ the inferiour 
parts.

If this Difeafe cometh from an ourward caufe, if ithath conti- 
nued fong,’ it may be foon cured-; but hardly if your patient be old. 
If ic proceed from a Lachrymal Fiftuls, Rhyas, or Encanthisy it hath 
its cure with ehofe Difeafes. You muft rake away the defluxion and 
flrergthen the party you muft evacuate the humor offending by pure 
Ring : likewife if che body be Plethorick, and nothing prohibit, you 
may openayein. You muft make sevulfion of the lowing humors 
by Cupping, Vefieatorics, Blifters behind the neck, and Iflues in the 
arms, : 

For derivation, apply Leeches behind. the Ears, and. Mafticarories

blood, a yellow cf Choler ; a whire of Flegme ; a dark and black one 
of Melancholy, Ifthe Eye effe&ted grow lefs, it is an cvil fign, and 
litle hopes there is of recovery.

Many find eafe by Mafticatories,by which they draw much Rheum 
from the Teeth ; Take of Maftich, and Pellitory of Spain, of each a 
dram ; the {eed-of Henbane, Stavefacre and Pepper, of each half 2 
dram : Powder them, and fewchem up in Linnen Bags, like little 
Balls, and chew them. 

If the Teeth be hollow, the Oyls of Cloves, Camphire, Tobacco, 
Box, and Hisel-Nuts, are good, ifa liccle Lint dipcin any of them, 
be put ihto rhe hdllow Tooth.

arhdicis. Thecommon Difeale is twefold alfo, as the breaking of 
the: Veffels called pn€te, or the Erofion of them called Salewsis. 
Blood offending in quantity or quality may be the caufe of opening, 
rarifying, breaking or Corroding of the Veffels. Tobe further fatise 
ficd thercin, 1 pray you have recourfe to che nineteenth Chapcer, of 
Bleeding at the Nofe. Some external cau‘e, as Fall, Wound, or the 
like, maybe the caufe of Hemoptofis: Immoderate cold may be the 
caufe, by hardening the Tunicles that they cannot be extended.

its original from hunger, and wane of nourifhment : Sometimes 
when the Meferaick Veins are obftru@ted, that the Chylus concocted 
inthe Stomach cannot pals tothe Liver. . Inthe Duagnoftick, we 
mutt obfervzthe Ggns of a Confumption, beginning, begun, os 
confirmed. Signs of a Gonfumption beginning are, a {mall Deflux- 
ion, the Lungs not much hurc thereby, the Cough butf{mall, the 
Spittle fweet, Sale or Bitter, the Body alittle Feaverith, The Signs 
ofa Confumption begun, the Diftillation is ftronger , the Lungs 
pierced, by which the Lungs are exafperared, and the Cough vios 
lent. The maccer contained inthe Lungs maketh the Stomach 
weighty, a harp pain before and behind from the humours fuppu- 
ratings (harp and heating humors fall into the Body, and fometimes 
into the Veins, caufing a Heétick Feaver, fometimesjoyned with a 
putrid.

Thofe 
things which are moift.good againft leannefs and Fevers,do make the 
Ulcer fouler, Thofe hat have narrow and ftreight Breafts,and their 
fhoulder-blades ftick our like wings, are inclinable to Confumpti- 
ons, towhom it is nacural, for want ofimatural heat, lf the Cone» 
fumptioncame withan acete Difeafe, or the Sick fall into ao acure 
Difeafe, it killeth {peedily. 1f the Patient {pitterk ftinking Matter, 
or cannot fpit at all, his Belly lcofe, he is very near Death.

Of the Palpitation of the Hcart. 


Hie Palpication of rhe Heart is an immoderate and preternarurad 
fhaking of the part with a great Diaftole or vehement Syftoles 
which femetimes hath been fo great 5 that the adjoyning ribs have 
been difplaced, fometimes brosen:.and fometimes an Artery hath 
been much dilated, fo faith Feractins tib,y. Chap. 12. pag.29z. The 
Greeks cal] this Difeafe Kapd\fas dau @-,and the Latines Palpita- 
tio Cordis. Thecaufes of it may be referred to three heads : the firft 
is a moleftation of the heart, fometimes atroublefome vapour arifing 
from cold and thick humors lodged neag the heart, efpecially the Peo 
sicardium, and conveyed tothe Ventricles of the heart, or fent from 
the Stomach, Spleen, Womb; or the like ; or caufed by the Plague, 
Poyfon, Worms puttified, or the’Menftrues ftopped,. and conveyed as 
before, may be the caufe of Palpitation, To chefe,add excels in quan= 
tity or quality, of bloody, Cholerick or watry humors opprefling the 
Veins, Arteries or Ventricles of the Heart. Likcwile inflammation, 
Impofthumation or Tumors happening in the Arteries of the Lungs 
near the Heart, or in the Pericardium may be the caufe of Palpits< 
tion. 

A Second caufe isa preternatural bear, by whichthe Spirits are 
inflamed, and the motion-of the Heart and Arteries is encreafed, and 
this fometimes ( though feldome) arifeth from:an inward cause: often 
from an outward, as anger, violent exercife and the like. 

The third cau(e is the defe&t of Spirits,caufed by hunger,watching, 
angers Joy,fear, fhame, or great Difeafes, or any thing, which difla- 
pateth the Spirits, which the heart labouring torecover, encreafeth 
ies motion, and caufeth Palpitation, The Diagnofis. or knowledg of 
this Difeafe is eafie, for ic may be felt, heard .orfeen: The caules 
muft be diftinguifhed by cheir proper figns, A hot diftem per is known 
by often breathing, by a Feaver and heat of the Breaft,and a defire of 
cold things. If Wind be the caufey i: is {ubj2@ to Variation, and 
saifed by a {ma'l motion, the Breath is difficule ; a mift before the 
Eyes,and a noife in the Earsse> c.1f the Difeafe cometh from humors 
in the heart o¢ Pevic diam, it comes not fuddenty, nor goeth away 
quickly.

CHAP. XXXII, 
Of Swooning, or Syncope. 


Suyxro 2H, or Swooning, isa fudden, and fwift failing of all ftrengths 
tor all parcs having a concinunal neceflary influence upon the hearr,& 
vital {pirics ; when they fail, all the reft mutt {ufler. This Difeafe 
is diftinguithed from the Epilepfy, which hacha Convulfionsand this 
not from an Apoplexy, in which the breath is much ftopped , and 
the pulfe not much abated, till near deaths but here the pulfe fail~ 
ech and the breath is free, _ In fits of the Mother, the breaftis moft 
obftru&ed, che pulfe nor much altered, nor the colour of the faces 
except it be higher ; the contrary happeneth in a Syncope. The im- 
mediate caufe of this Difeafe, is the defect of the Vital Spirits, in 
which nature is conftrained s left the hearc fhould cotasly fail,co ferch 
the Spirits from other parts to the hearer, by which means they lofe 
their fun&ions. This defe& happeneth four ways principally : Firft 
they are naturally few, by fault inthe faculry making of the Vital 
Spirits, or the matter = which fault cometh by difeafes proper ro 
the heart, or by confent from other patts. Proper tothehearr, are 
too much conftriction, dilation,and Solutions happening to the Vena 
tricles of the heart, or fuch as deftroy the natural remper, as (harp, 
Malignanr, Fainting, Peftilential, and He@ick Feavers, and the like. 
The faculty may be hurt by difeafes in thofe parts, which have a 
Sympathy with the heart, as the Brainy Liver,Stomach,and Womb. 
The matter is fiulty, when the Air or Blood, ( by which the Vital 
Spirits are generated ) is defeive, or corrupted, The Air is defe 
tive, when refpiration, and tran.piration is hindered : But the hinde= 
rance of nutrition cauferh a defed of the Blood, They ate both cor- 
rupced, when cheir qualities are changed. Secondly, this Difeafe is 
caufed when the Spirits are diflipated and {pent, by coo great evacu= 
ations which may be done fenfibly, or intenfibly,  Senfibly, by inore 
dinate Phlebotomy, Bleeding of Wounds, or at the Mouth, Nofe, 
Womb, Belly, or Hemorrhoids: or an extraordinary difcharging of 
other excrementitious humors, by Vomit, Stool, Urine, or Sweat: 
the breaking of an inward impoftume ; or by Empyema, or by tapping 
the Navel inthe Dropfie. Infenfible evacuations,are cauled by tharp 
or thinhumors, which rarifie the skin ; or the immoderate heat of 
Baths or hot-houfes. To thefe add long Watchings, Faftings, Le« 
chery, Anger, Joy, long concinuing and violent pain or Gicknelsy cc, 
may caufe a diffipation of the {pirics- Thirdly, this Difeafe is caufed 
by things which alter ang corrupt the Spirits, as yenemous st ber 
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Chap.33. Of Swooning, or Sywcope. IIE 
Jential Air and ftinks, or an eyil difpoficion of the Bowels and othee 
parts. Ina word, all chings which areaverfe tothe Heart may cor- 
ruptthe {pirits, Or laftly, the {pirits may be {uffocaced or deftroy~ 
ed ; which may come to pafs, by a vehement returning of Blood and 
Spirits to the Heart, as alfo corrupt vapours,cold and thick blood and 
othes humours gathered about the Heart, or the adjacent parts. Thele 
figns thew a Syncope, viz. a fudden failing of ftrength, a flow pulfe 
fometimes ftopping, a pale and blewith Face, the body extersally 
cold, a cold Swear, efpecially on the Temples, Neck, and Breaft. 

The figns of the Caufes, for the moft part, are manifeft, as the 
forts of Feavers, and che external Caufes, but how named 5 may be 
eafily known, A fharp Nofc, hollow Eyes, the Temples fallen, are 
figns of thin Humours : gnawing of the Stomach, pricking hear, and 
great pain, do fhew that the Body fs troubled with Choler, Abune 
dance of crude Humors, is known by the enlarging of the Body, {wel- 
ling of the Breaft, the colour pale, and the pulfe fmall, unequal, and 
obfcure, Iff{wooning come by confene from other parts, the Signs 
of thofe parts affeCted will difcover it. They who often and violently 
faint withouc manifeft Caufe, die fuddenly (faith Hippocrates.) 

A Syncope, which cometh from fome evident Caufe, as Fear, Sore 
row, or immoderate Evacuations, is lefs dangerous than that which 
cometh from an internal Caufe, In cefpe@ of various Caufes, you 
muft vary the Cure. If it come from immoderate Evacuations, you 
mutt endeavour to ftop ic with their proper Medicines, prefcribed in 
their feveral Chapters, If from too violent purging, give three grains 
of Laudanum, or two of Opium. Ifby teo much {weating, you muft 
ufe Medicines which reftrain {weat. Iffrom fuffocacion of the Spi~ 
ritsy call them back by Fri€tions,Ligaturesyand Cupping. If it come 
from Poyfon taken, give fomething to expel it 5.after Vomiting with 
Oyl, give Treacle: if ic burnin the guts, give Milk, fat Broth, ox 
cooling Cordials, If thinnefs of the Humors caufe it, give things thac 
are {weet and thickning. If want of Food caufe a Syncope, make ufe 
of a reftoring Diet, and nourithing Broshs. To conclude,From what 
Caufe foever itcome, in the Fit,lay your Patient upon his back,tbrow 
cold water into his Face, make him {neezey put 4qua-vite, Cusle(tiss 
or Impertalis into his Mouth; cal! him loud, ftop his Noftrils, wring 
his Fingers, pull his Hair, rub, bind, and Cup if aced be.

His Difeafe is called in Greek Atle, in Latin Sits Morbofa ; 
The immediate Caufe is want ot coilt Nourifhment : Drinefs 

of the Sromach and other parts, which maketh the Stomach fenfible 
of theit wants;it is caufed by thofe things which have a power to cons 
fume and dry up the moifture of the whole Stomach and whole body. 
It iseauled alfo by propriety or fympathy ; by propriety when the 
nojfiure of the Stomach is altered o drawn forth by a hot, day, fair, 
por Slchy hamour conciined inhis Cavity. By Sympathy, when 
Awhole Body or fome particular Member having loft its moifture, 
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Chap. 36. Of evil Digeftrow, 117 
their moifture, endeavour co recryic themf{eives with the Scomachs 
moifture, as it happeneth in Feayers, Inflammations of the Liver, 
Lungs, and a hot and dry Diftemper of the Reins, caufeth Diabetes 
era continual Piffing, and is accompanied with great chirft, and 
therefore is called Dipfacus, The outward caufes alfo are all fuch 
things as heat and dry ; the ufe of falc, tharp and {piced Meats; 
exce(s of old rich Wine, Watchings or immoderate Byacuations. The 
Sons of Hrrmes conclude, that preternatural Thirft is caufed by 
thirfly Spirits bred of fulphureows Excrements, whofe thirft cannor 
be {atisfied with ordinary cooling Medicines, unlefs the fharp Spi- 
tits of Vitriol, Sulphur or Sale be added to them. 

The knowledge of the Difeafe is cafie, of the Caufe and the Pare 
affe&ted not difaicule, Of the Difeafe, the Patients Complaint for 
want of Drink, will inform you, Likewife the Caufe may be di- 
ftinguifhed by the Tafts, which ase hot, dry, falt, bitter, tharpy and 
the like. laftly, the Tafts do not onely diftinguith the peccanc 
Humour, but alfo thac the pare affe@ted is cheMouth of the Stomach: 
but if Thirft come by confent from other parts, che Signs of thafe 
Difeafes will be manifeft. The Thirf which comes from external 
Caufes, is eafily quenched with Drink ; that which comes from in- 
ternal Caufes, are more or lefs dangerous, according to their diffe- 
ences. Thirft accompanying Feavers ends with them, and their 
Cuges fhall be fer down in their proper places. Thirft in a Dropfe 
is not allayed, bur rather increafed by Drink, and is moft dangerous. 
If ic be caufed by immoderate Evacuations, fupprefs theEvacuations, 
and eeftore the Empty Parts with cooling and moiftning Medicines 
fuch as are prefcribed in the Cure of rhe Feaver Het ick and 
Marafmus,

Rumblings, Winds, and the like, The faule of the Objeé is thus 
confidered, when the Nourifhment, which is the proper Obje& of 
the Stomach, offendeth in fubftance, quantizy, qualicy or time. Nou- 
rithmene offendeth the Stomach in fubftance, when it is too hard and 
difficule to be concoééd. In quantity it oftendech the Stomach, 
when either too much is taken at-once, that the natural Hear cannot 
digelt ir. but fome part of it remainech Crude: Jefs taken than Na- 
ture requireth, becometh Crude alfo, when it is dried or burnt in a 
Cholerick Stomach, In quality Food offendeth, when it is either 
too hot os dry, or roo cold, moift and windy fos the Stomach. In 
gelpe& of Time, Nourifhment may offend the Stomach, Ifa man 
contrary to his order in. Diet, doth cat liberally a little before he goe 
eth to Bed, this may hurt Conco@ion. External or Internal Means

Of Pain ia the Stomach. 


Mer Ventriculi,or pain of the Stomach, is caufed by naughty 
venemous and gnawing Humors contained therein: the Anci« 

ents made this diftinction, viz. thacif the upper Orifice of the Sto~ 
mach, which. is of exquifite fenfe, by reafon ot che great Nerve 
which it hath from the fife h Conjugation be affe@ted;the pain is very 
fharp, which maketh the Heart (the moft noble part, and neat unto 
wt) fenfible of the fame, from thence it is called Cardialeia. But if 
the Membranes of the Cavity, or lower Orifice ( called Pyloras ) be 
affected, ic is called, Dolor Ventricuti, ox Colica Wentvicult, efpecially 
if it comes of Wind. The caufe of this Difeafe, is either Worms 
gnawing the Tunicles of the Stomach, or Wind lodged in the Ca- 
wity of the Sromach,which caufeth {welling and painful diftenfion, of 
fhirp and mal gnant Humors therein contained; as falt Phiegm, 
grecn and black Choler, whofe fharp vapours caufe pain, corrupt 
matter from an Impofthume of the Liver or the Breaft, Difeales of 
the Stomach and pasts sdjoyning, evil Humors from the whole Body 
in Feavers, Choler from the Liver, Melancholly from the Spleen, 
arid falt Phiegm from the Head ; all thefe may be the caufes of this 
Evil. The external Caufes may beevil, and corrups Nourifhment, or 
Meats chat are too her, that breed Wind or Choler ; Meat taken in 
tuo great a quantity, Poyfon, ftrong, fharp and déadly Medicines not 
well corrected. Diagnoftick Signs are thus taken, when the pain is 
underche Enfiformis, it thews that the upper Or'fice of the Stomach 
is affected ; a very fharp pain, that the Parient cannot reft, and 
fomerimes tainceth ; the Vapouss fo necimes offend the Brain, and 
caufe mvererare Head-ach, the Megrim, Werttigo and Epileply. In 
theother parts of che Sromach, there are not {o violent Sympromes, 
but great pains like the Cholick: thus you may know the Caufes, 
Fhe Haanors offending » may be known by the Excrements avoided at 
Cre B:lly or Month ; alfo Choler, Phlegm, Wind or Worms may 
be kaown by their proper figns.

He Inflammation of the Stomach, is a Tumor coming of Blood, 

fent into the Stomach and its Membranes, tronrthe Vena porta, 
bythe {mall Veins ; which Blood is either pure and maketh a ptos 
per Phiegmon ; or mixed with Choler and maketh an Erifipelacous ¢ 
ot wich Phlegm, making an O edematous; or with Melancholly, 
making a Schirrhous Tumor. In aword, all chings. thac may in- 
flame the Blood, may be the Caufe of this Tumor. Diagnoftick 
figns are, Great pain, burning, pricking, diftending, beating even co 
the back ; you may {ee or feel the Tumor belching, and fometimes 
vomiting of Blood, andthe breath is fetched difficulcly, and a burs 
ning Feaver. If itbe only ef Blood, it is fomewhat gentler; but if 
it be with Choler, there are prievous Symproms, But be careful to 
diftinguith this Inflimmmacion from thar of the upperfide of the Liver, 
fee the Chapres Of the Taflammation of the Liver: This Difeafe for 


‘the mot part isdeadly, If che Infammation be in the upper part of 


the Stomach, or over the whole, or much loathing of the Stomach, 
or rumbling inthe Bélly; all thefe are deadly Symptoms, If the 


“Inflammation kitl not, & the Feaver and pain céafeth,and the Tumor 


temain, then ic turns co an Impofthume ; which being broken, there 


«femaineth an Ulcer, which is known by voiding of matter by Vomit 


and Stool, Butan Ulcer ‘maybe bred inthe Stomach from othet 
Caufes, as fharp, falt, Cholerick Humors bred in the Stomach, or 
fene chither from other parcs ; che breach of a Vein, which could not 
geow together again, a Wound nor well cured; Poylon, or corroding 
Medicines taken. The Signs of an Ulcer bred in the Stomach are the 
fame with the former; to which I add thefe, a conftant lingring 
Feaver, ftinking Belching, no Appetite, a pricking Pain and Burning 
when'any thing is raken which ishot, cold, fharp, fale or four. This 
Difeafe tor che moft parc is deadly, becaufe Cleanfers encreafe pain, 
and Driers cannot execute their Oiace, but are kindred by Mears 
Drinkand Chylus.

& Boss attractive and digeftive Faculties are not only hurr, but the 
expulfive Faculty, which chiefly refpe€ts the Inteftiness may 
alio be defective, and caufe many diftempers in the Body, the- firft of 
which is the Chollick. This Difeafe tcok its Name from the part af> 
feted, which is che Gut, called-by the Greek Colox; ahd the Difcafe 
Koad, which is caufed by excrementitious Matter retained too 
long, and by diftending, pricking or corroding, caufeth grievous pain, 
Sometimes it is caufed through Crudities, bred by acold Diftempte 
ef the Stomach and Inceftinesy which caufeth Wind to affi& the 
Guts ( being obtrued, ) efpecially the Gut Colon : fometimes cold 
grofs and phlegmatick Humors fticking to the Tuniéles otCoats of the 
Guts, caufe conftriction, and divulfion, and a gnawing pain : alfo fale 
and fharp, chollerick and melancholly, fower Humors, by pricking, 
and twitching the Gutsy caule pain, Here note, that if Wind or Ha- 
metrs semain onely in che Cavity of che Guts, chey might be eafrly 
excluded, by evacuating, cleanfing and carminative Medicines: but 
being (for the moft part) fixed to the Coats of the Guts, they are rot 
expelled without difficulty, There ave other lefy ufual Caufes of the 
Chollicky wiz. Tumors inthe adjoyning parrs, caufing comprefling 
of che Guts: Tumors and Inflammations in the Inteftines, caufing 
Narrownels; Knots of Worms, or Scones bred in the Guts,which flop 
chem; fometimes a poyfonous and malignant Matcer engendreth a 
peftilent Chollickor Plague in the Guts. The external Caufes are 
eithera cold Air, which doth conftringe the Belly 5 or an Aig too

Acisyreeta, Lientery is a Flux of the Belly, inwhich the Meat 
is queckly fent through the Body undigefted. Kosasaxd, or the 
Celiack Pafionis, when the Meat comes forth crude ana imperte tly 
digefted.:  chefe two differ onely in degrees, and their Cures are the 
fame. This Difeafe ‘is not to be referred to concoGion hurt onely, 
butco the Debility of the retentive Faculty, for the Meat is not long 
enough rerained to be conco&ted 5 hence it appeareth, thar the Difeafe 
cometh from a fault of the Stomach as wellas che Guts. The Cau= 
fcs of this Difeafe are referred to three heads. 

Firft,a cold Diftemper of the Stomach and Liver, which genera- 
teth fAcgmatick and glutinous Humors, which cover che wrinkles of 
the Stomach, that ir cannot retain the Food. Though Retention be 
made by the aftringing Qualicy, yet ic operates by fit Inftruments, 


viz. the Roughnefs of the inward Coat of theStomach,which Rough= | 


uels being taken away, and the wrinckles filled up by the Humours 
afoiefaid; the Retention is hurt, and the Meatflippeech away with~ 
out Concoétion, : 
Secondly, fharp Humors prick and twitch che parts; by whith the 
Stomagh andGuts are provoked’to fend’ forth the Meat too foon, 
Laftly, in malignant Feavers,’ and other dangerous Difeates,: the 
retentive Faculty is weakned, and Nature being conquered degenerae 
teth into a Lientery. | 
There is another Caufe, pecyliar to the Coeliack Paffion, Namee 
ly, the Obftruétion of the Meferaick Veins, which hinder the paffage 
of the Chilus.to, the Livery and therefore muft of neceflicy be: caft 
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uty {® forth by the Belly, I need not lay down the Signs of this Difeafe, be = 
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ing obvious tothe Eye, The Caufes'may be thus difcovered, If it 
Rome from a cold Diftemper, there are four Belchings, the Excre~ 
ments are phiegmatick: If the humors flow from the heads the Ex- 
crements are frothy, and the Flux gereacer afcer, Sleep, the figns of a 
Catarth appears [fit come from Provocation, there 1s a Heat. in 
the Hypocondria, fharp and cholerick Excrements, great Thirft, and a 
pnawing in the Stomach. Thefe Difeafes if they laft long are very 
dangerous, becanfe Nature is deprived of. her Nourifhment, and the 
Body foon falleth into a Dropfic or Atrophy. If it follow other Di= 
feates, ic is for the moft pare deadly. lf the Difeafechath its origi~ 
nal from phlegmatick humorsy covering the wrinkles of the Sto- 
mach, you muft ule thofe Remedies: propounded for the Cure of 
want of Appetite coming from a cold caufe, with which,: make ufe 
of thofe things which are aftringent. toftay the Flux. Clyfters are 
of no great force, except the Flux be violent , in fuch Cafes they 
mutt be aftringent, fuch as thall be preferibed in the 47 Chapter of 
the Flax Dyf:ntery. | 
You muft purge the peccant humors, and then ftrengthen the 
Stomach with the Medicines prefcribed in the Cure of Want of Ap- 
petite: for which purpofe Amatus Lufitanus highly commendeth ths 
following Opiate: Take of Conferve of Rofes fix ounces of the beft 
Treacle Gx drams , Syrup of Quinces, Sufficient to make an Opiate: give 
falf an olince in the morning, and faft one hour. if chis Flux come

"E"Eyacude in Greek, and Teaafmus in Latin, isa continual des 
i % fire to go to Stool, yetthe Patient voideth nothing but Slime, 
and bloody Matter ; itis caufed by an Ulcer in the Intelizvum veéium, 
or Streight Gut, from which filchy matter continually flowing provos 
keth the expulfive Factlcy, hence followeth a continual defire to go 
to Stool, This Difeafe properly belongeth toa Dyfentery 3 yet by 
euftom, when onely the ftreight Gut is: ulcerated, itis called Tepafs 
wis, therefore I fhall not infert the Caufes, being the fame with 
the former, For theKnowledge of this Difeafe,itis cafie to diftinguifh 
between this and a Dyfentery. In a Tenafmus, the defire of going 
to Scool is continual ; in the Dyfentery, by Fits onely. ‘In the firft 
€ notwithftanding-all ftraining ) nothing is yoided but Slime bloody 
or mattery ; in the other, both Excrements and Humots are voided. 
( The figns of the Caufes feek in theformer Chapter. ) Terafnns (for 
the moftpart ) is eafily cured, but is dangerous: If a melancholy 
humor be che caufe, left icturn to anulcerated Cancer ; yet ( for the 
moft part ) itis of long continuance, and yery troublefome. If a 
Woman with Child hach the Tenafmus, it brings many Inconyenien= 
cestoher, and great danger of Mifcarriage . Hippocrates faith, fhe 
will Mifcarsy 5 bucI have known the contrary. True itis, a Wonan 
feldom efcapeth in that condition, for that Motion doth much difturb 
the Womb ; becaufe the {ame Mufcles which ferve to. caft forth the 
Excrements, are employed for Delivery, If the Ulcer be near the 
Fundament or Anus, if it continue long, it turns to an incurable Fi- 
ftula, | 

For the Cure, I thall refer you to the former Chaprer, it being the 
fame, both in the caufes, and the part aficéted, of che fame Nature

Luxus Hepatitus, a Flux of the Liver is; when ferous and bloody 

Hu mors are voided, much like water wherein Eleth Hath beep 
wafhed : It is caufed by an evil Dilpofitiony confuming the Redical 
moitture of che Liver, and deftroyeth the natural heat thereof, this 
Dilpofition “cometh by burning and {wooning Feaversy and by a hor 
Diftemper of the Bowels ; of byigreat Coldnels, from abundance of 
Elegm and Melancholy which oppreffcth the nacural heat. 

Outward Caules, are great draughts of cold- Water, extraordinary 
eating of raw Sallers, Poyfonons and too violent Purges, falr, fharp 
and peppéred.Meats, which parch the {ubftance of the Liver, may 
Corrups the natoral heat. There is alfoa Baftard Flux of the Liver, 
when the.Radical moifture isnot in faule. nor the Faculty hurt; yee 
the Blood is impure ‘and corrupt by the mixture of Choler, Melane 
sholy,, or fome corrupr Matcers or by its ftaying too long in the 
Livery and the parts adjicent, by warch ic is made thick, burnt or fore 
tens or che Spleen is imdefaule, and doth not‘fuck away "he drofly 
blood. In this Baftard Flux, thick and black blood) and fometimes 
blooi mixed:with divers huniors is voided. The Signes of this Dif. 
cafe may be gathered from what hath been laid, and it diffcrerh 
from the Dyfenrery in thisythac the Stools are liquid, bloody and 
watry, and ‘vided without pain, The Signes of the Caufes muft be 
conficered:s If thisidefe@ of the Liver come from a hot Diftemper, 
there went before a burning Feaver, or a Feaver is prefent, green Vow 
mits of Stools, Thitlt, Foulnefs of Body, and wane of Appetite, 
ftinking Evacuations. If from Cold, che Stools are not fo ftinke 
ing, nor is there Thiet; the whole B dy is colder aad blewith. 
Moiftand dry Caufes produce contrary Effets; a moift Deftem per 
caules more Stools ind thins a dry, fewer and thicker, and le{sin 
qusncicy, with much Thitt: This Difeafe is very dangerous, be- 
caufea principal partis affe@ed, and the Radical moifture confumed, 
which ¢an fearcely be réftored, and nothing buc deftru@tion to be 
hoped for: fo much the more if the Difeafe come cf heat. [fie 
comes in Peayery che whole Body melteth and potriticch, If ie 
come from acold Cane, it Liferh the longer, and turns into an 
incurable Dropfie. Though a Baftard Flux. of the Liver be dange- 
Fous,reticis fae lefs chan.a true one, becaule the Liver is found, and

Wee Spleen is fubje& to Obftru@ion as well as the Liver, ortas 
ther more, becaufe it draweth cruder blood ; when thick humors 
ftick in the fubftance of the Spleen, it maketh an Inflammation and 
Tumor. Ifthe humors grow thick and hasd, it breeds a Schirrus. 
If che Tumor be flegmatick, itis called @zdema, which chancerh to 
them, who live apon cold and nioift food, or live ina moift Ayr. But 
if ir be foft, loofe and puffed wp; itis called an Inflammation ot puf- 
fing of the Spleen. The eaufes-of the Obftru@ion,Inflammation,and 
Tumor of the Spleen, are the fame with them of the Liver: Somes 
times the affe& feizeth on both rogether. 

They are diftinguifhed by their igns : the Obftruction of rhe 
Spleen is diftinguifhed from the Obftru@ion of che Liver, by the 
{cituation of the patr. If the Spleen be obftru@ed, there is heavi- 
nefs and pain in the left Hypochondrion, efpecially after running, ri- 
ding, of any more than ordinary exercife ; if you handle the Hypo- 
chondrtov, there is refiftance, the face is blewith, and figns of melan= 
choly appear, the difeafe is of long continuance, and if f€ be not {pee= 
dily cured, itturns to aSchirrws, The Cure is performed the fame 


way as the Obftrudtion of the Liveris; only you muft add things,

The Inflammayion of the Spleen likewife hath the fame conjun@ 
and antecedent caufe, only it is efpecially caufed by melancholy 
Blood.

This Difeafe is not dangerous, but it ishard to be cured ; for it ds 
hard to divert the humours from this Channel, ic being the Sink of 
the Body, through which the faperfluous humours of a healthy body 
are every moneth evacuated. That which is blewith, grecn, black. 
and ftinking, is worfe than that which is pale, white, and doth not 
ftink. This Difeafe is feldom cured in old Women, becaufe they 
abound in phlegm. Laftly, by its continuance it may breed greac 
Evils, as Barrennefs, Falling ouc of the womb, evil habit in the whole 
body, and Confumption, 

To Cure the Humour offended, it muft be purged with convenience 
Medicines ; and becaufe phlegm for the moft parc is the humour pece 
cant, purge with fuch Medicines as principally purge phlegm, with 
which mix fuch‘as purge the humour mixed. Vomits ( if the pati 
ent be ftrong ) are good, becaufe they empcy the Stomach of excree 
mentitious humours, and do powerfully revel the humours from the 
womb.

The womb coming not far OUly 
and if taken in time, the Cure is fae more eafie than if the contrary 
happen, Sometimes grievous and violent pains do attend it,and threa= 
ten Death, Sometimes the Air corrupreth the womb, and it becomes 
gangrenated, fo that there is a Neceflity chat ic be cur off. 

You maft begin che Cure with fuch Medicines thac may difcharge 
the Gurs and Bladder of their Excrements, that they may not hinder 
the Reduction of the womb.

Book MW, 
foment the Peivitics and Share with a mollifying Deco@ion,to which 
add Briony Roots, and the Roots of wild Cucumer, round Bisthe’ 
wort, and the like. And purup a Peflary made in this manner: Zake 
of the Roots of rouad Birthewort, Orris, black Hellebore;Coloquintida ‘and 
Myrrh. of cash one dram : Galbanum, Opopanax, of each balf a dram, 
with Ox»Gall, make a Peffary and apply tt. Afall this will not do, 
you muft implore che help of che Chyrurgion. 

If the After-birth be. retained, you muft cndeavcur to expel it 
by fuch medicinesias expel the dead Child : to which add thefe which 
are faidto have a Specitick property, the Stones of a pelded Horfe, 
dticd and poudercd; and given.as much as will lic on athree pence, 
two or three times as need requireth, is commended by Gefnerus and 
Augenius, Some commendthe. juyce of an Onyon given in Wine, 
or an Onyon held in the Womans mouth between hes Teeth, and the 
Juyce {queezed our and {wallowed, and a Draught of White-wine 
drunk after'it: Or 26 of 30 drops of the Oyl of Juniper drunk in 
Wine ; or the juyce of Lovage taken in Rhenifh Wine. 

Lf her Purgations flow immoderately, that you fear the death of 
the woman; orin cafe her Purgations be fupptefled, which may 
caufe dangerous Symptoms, haye recourfe tothe Chapters treating 
of thofe Maladies. 

Many women are much troubled with afcer-pains,which do much 
aff & them, and thefe pains are caufed either by the Thicknefs , or 
Sharpnefs of the Blood, or by Wind. 1£ the Blood be thick, you 
may know it by its clotting : if thin,by its Tenuity or yellow colour : 
If the blood be thick, give this Julep: Mugwort. water two ounces 5 
Syrup of Vielets, aad oyl-of feet Almonds, of each balf an owace.\f the 
Blood be fharp, add tothe former the Mufilage of Quince-Seeds 

drawn with Violer-Water; halfan ounce. If Wind be the caule of 
thefe Pains, which you may know by its motion from one part of the 
Belly to the o:her, then give inwardly end apply outwardly carmina- 
tive Medicines ; Take of the Seeds of Carrots, one dram; of Aniisy 
Nutmeg, and Ciinamon, of cach a {cruple, make them into fine Powdery 
and give it half at one timein Wine. Foment her Belly wich the Dee 
coction of Bawm, Bay-Leaves; Camomel, Calamint, Mugwort; and 
the Seeds of Carrots, Caraway and Cummin, and lay on a Puls 
made of boyled Onions, Camomel Flowersy the Seeds of Flax and 
Cumming beaten, and Barley= meal, 
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Chap.82, Of the Gout and Sczaticay 
CHAP. -LXXXILE.

i" POptres, Arthritis in Greeks in Latine Articularis Morbus, is the 

-Joynt-Sicknels, caufed by an Influx of Humours into thems 
which caufeth paininthe Membranes, Tendons and Nerves; Au~ 
thors do commonly make four forts of Gouts, accotding tothe .di- 
verfiry of the Joyncs affected, as Xeleaypa,Chiragra the Hand-Gour, 
of Kelp, a Hands Toyarypa, Gons,ra when it is in the Kneesyot Téyu 
the Kuee ; Flddeyea vudegra, when it isinthe Foot, becaufe the 
Greeks call cine Boot Tides s "Lory bag,1/chias,the Hip-Gout or Stiaticas 
of the word *leytoy the Hip. The immediate caufe of the Gout is 
a’ wheyif}i Humor flowing to the Juynts; and by its Quantity itretch- 
eth the fenfible parts, or by its Sharpnef{s twitcheth them, and this 
Humour floweth not only from the Brain and Headj but from all 
patts of the Body. The caufe may be atcributed to all meats, which 
encreafe raw and wheyith Humors ; Meats of a grols Subftance hard ~ 
to be digefted, and {uch as afford plenty of Excrements; Gluttony, 
Drunkennefs, immodetare Venery, (therefore the Goutis called the 
daughter of Bacchus and /7enus, long fleep and unfeafonable Watchs 
ings, Fear, Sadne{s; continual care, and incermiffion of {uch Exers 
ei(és or Evatuacions as mien have been accuftomed to, and the 
like. 

The beginning of the Gout is known thus ; There is mote exqui4 
ficeand quick Senfe inthe Joynts than formerly : they are cafily 
hurt, ds by 2 new fhooe, walking, che leaft touch againft any hard 
thing. Commonly a Beaver ufhers ic in: and at its appfoach there 
isa kind of unufual heat felcin the Joynes; anda motion, as if fome 
livirig Creature were therein: afcer which, followech a torntenting 
pain in che Joynts, for the moft parc beginning inthe great Toe and 
attended with Rednefs and Swelling. 

The figns of the Caufes or che Huntours which are mixed with 
the wheyifh Humorrs, are thus confidered. If Choler be mixed witht 
the wheyith humtor,the Urine is thin, yetlowifh or redsthe pain great 
and violent, the Feavcr comies to the height, the parc ts {welled; is 
ted or pale, but yery her, che application df cold tltings givetht ca‘ez 
if Phlegm be mixed, there. is a fofe and lofe {welling of the part, the 
pain not fo violence ; the Urine is thick and troubled, litcle of no 
teat ; aitd het things give eafey If Melancholy be the humous 
mixed, the T éeriper of chie Body inclineth to Melancholy, here, is a 
weariness fele all over , the partis of an obfeure colour like ager 
° is 
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the pain deep, and the Urine thich and melancholy, 

The Gout is no-dangcrou's Difeafe, but it continueth long, and is 
attended with violent pain, forthe moft part cothe end of a man’s 
life, and fometinies ic isa means of long tite; becaufe Nature doth 
drive the vitious humors to the Joyntsy which if they fhould fall 
upon the more noble parts, would bea means of great Dileafes,if nor 
death ir felf. But in weak Bodies that are decayed by Sicknefs or 
Age, thac Nature cannot expel thefe humours co the Joyntsy many 
dangerous Difeafesareingendered. Hethat hath no knots in his 
Joynts, is inclinable to Labour, and is for the moft part foluble, by 
a skilful Phyfician may be cured. An hereditary Gour is feldom ox 
never cured, Ifthe Veins of a,Goury perfon do fwell with black 
blood, there is hopes that the Gout leaves him. If rhe Gout doth not 
return at its {cafoniic is dangerous, unlels the matter be taken away 
by medicines, for it isan argument that Nature is weak,and cannot 
expel it. 

The Cure of the Goutis to be performed by topping the Flux of 
the humors iaco the Joymts,by removing ch¢ humors in the Joynts, & 
to abace the fharpnefs of the pain, If rhe Patient be full ‘of bleod and 
ftrong, let him bleed in a great quantity, or let him bleed often, . till 
the plenitude of blood be fufficiently abated. Then lec him be purged 
with ftrong Medicaments, which may evacuate the ftirred Humour, 
and turn the caufe-from the Joynes. Whilft you are purging, lec 
Oynrments or Plaifters be applied to the Joynt above the part affi&- 
ed of an afttinging and drying property , by which the humors may 
be insercepted , that'they may not fo much noe fo forcibly fall into 
the JoynteLet your Oyntments be made of the Roots of Snake=weed 
and Formentil, Bole-armenick , Singuis Draconis, Pomegranate 
Rinds , Balauftins, red Rofes, the Whites of Eggs, Vinegar, Oy! of 
Rofes, of unripe Olives, andthe likes If the Patient be ftror @ and 
eafic to vomir, give a gentle Vomit to carry away the humours in 
and about the Stomach; foon after vomiting purge flrongly. Sweat- 
ing medicines ate very good to;difcufs the wheyifh Matter ; ifa Kea- 
ver be prefenty give Harrs-horn with Cardaas-water. In a»Gout 
without aFeaver,the Deco€tion of Saxafras, Salfa, and China,may be 
givens itisnotamifs if the heat thereof be allayed, by boyling 
with it Endive, Suceory, Sorrel, Burrage, Buglofs, and the like, 
The Waters of Bath do provoke Sweat, and do readily and profitably 
ddcufs the Matter contained in che Joynts. 

Forefius commendeth the DecoGion of the Root of the great Bur= 
dock; for this purpofe, Likewife a Decodtion of Elder, Bay-leaves, 
Sage, RKofemary, and fuch like, receiving the Vepcus ina {wearing 
Tub’: Afterwards come to local medicines, Atatns 
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Amatus Lufitanus doch commend the milk of a Goat milked warm 
upon the part affeted ; or you may make a Caraplafm with it and 
white bread, and the Mufilage of the Roots of Marfh-Mallows, che 
Leaves of Henbane, Violets, and the like ; and if the pulp of Caffia, 
and Venice- Treacle be added, it will be much more effeQual, The 
diftilled Water of Frogs Spawn is very good againft the pains of the 
hot Gout, if the part be bathed therewith : with it you may mingle 
the Oyl of Calves-feer, or with the Flowers. of Camomel, Melilot, 
Roles, Mullein,’ Mallows beaten, you may bring it into the form 
of aPulus. Green Lobaccoeleaves are much commended, and fo 
is a living Whelp laid to the gouty part. When the pain ragech vio— 
Jently, ule Narcoticks s as Plantane, Letcuce, Henbane, Houfleck, 
Nighrfhade, Mandrakes, Purflane, and Poppy-heads ; but be fure 
you lec them not lic on too long, for they are inimical co the natural 
hear, and to the Nerves. 

Some do commend this Fomentation , Take Spirit of Wine well 
tinttured with Saffron, four ounces :*Campotre one fcruple : boyl them 
a little, and difalue aie diam of Opium, and bithe the pained part. The 
Oy! of Wax is good cto cafe rhe Gout, and the Oy! of mans Bones 
is preferred before all ocher, and ic isthus made 3 Take the Bones of a 
man frefh ard unburied, break them {mall, aad tet them lie in Oyl till 
they have drunk up as much as they can, then diftil tem in a Retort. 
The Root of Briony and Cuckow-pinclebruifed and mingled with 
Cow-dung,is an excellent Cataplafm. 

I mighc here fitla Volume with Receipts againft the Gour 5 bur 
pafling by all, Lfhall only infercone ot twooucof Quercetanus his 
Difpenfarory : Take Brine, Salt, aad the Urine of a Boy, of each, equal 
parts ; diftil them, ard dip linnen cloaths ia the Wateryand apply them to 
the place affected, changing them often. Take green Elder- Leaves and 
Flowers, of each one pound : beat themina Mortar, and macerate teem 
in Aqua-vite, three day, then diftil them till all be dry, nfe it as before. 
Take of reétified Spivit of wine, two pound. of the bet Hony,one pound: 
diftil them in Balaeo Rois, {ro which wilk come two Liquors,, che firft 
witerifh ; the fecond (trong-and fulphurons s keep thems by themfelves. To 
the Feces add of ovitntal Saffron whole, one ounce and azha'f, Venice 
Turpentine two ounces + Caftoy fix dvams: Tartar calcined white, half a 
ponnd : Salt difolved, one ounce: Phlegm of Vitriol mot feparated from 
the Spirit, four ounces : Lye made of the Alhes of Viae-Branches, two 
pourd s macerate them tw n'y four hours, then diftil them tilt all be diy, 
keep this alfo byit felf. To the Dregs remaining pour on the former 
vrater, whichyou kept, macerate and diftil as before. Laftly, put all 
thefe waters together, and diftil them in Balneo Royis, wet linnen Cloths 
therein, and apply it to the gouty place. 
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Riveriiss lib. 0. Chap, 1. p. 378. preferibeth another, which he. 
accounts inferior to none, which penetrates into che Roots of ihe 
Difeafe, and refolyech and attenuateth the falr, cartarous-and ftony 
matter inthe Joyn:s; and he {uppofeth it to be thac which the afore- 
{aid Quercetanus xeferves to himfelf, as his Mafter-picce to brag of ; 
itis thus made: Take of unflaked Limes four pound, flake it ia River 
water as much as ws comvenic t. and let it fland in a wine-Cellar the 
{pace of three dayes, that the Sat may be extracted the better : after 
wards boylit a little and (tyata it chrough Hypocrates Sleeve. In twenty 
Pints of this Liquor quench fir(t Plates of Stcel, thea of Copper made ved - 
hot, feven or nine times ; thirdly, ten ounces of Vitviol calcined till it be 
white ; fourthly, half a pound of Antimony. meltid in a crucible ; f/thly, 
half a pound of Lithargé or Cerufe, heated in a Crucible ; fixthly, white 
Precipitate once wafhedy ene ounce and an bal} : daftly, Brefs burnt and 
finely pondered, baif an ounce: after all this, let the Water fiand in a 
Cellar the fpace of 10 dayesyafterwards boy! it and Riain it, and apply it 
with linnen Rags, To raile Blifters upon the patt, hath been found 
by experience to be yery effe€tual. In the ufe of all Medicines, take 
{pecial notice which do harm ot hurt, for the Nature and Complexi= 
ons of men are divers, and the Excrements bred in {eyeral men are 
of divers kinds. Hence it is, that the fame Difeafe doth much differ 
jn feyeral perfons ; and what cures one; doth prejudice anothers 
Therefore the Phyfitian ought ro have feveral Medicines in readinels; 
and ufe thofe that Reafon and Experience doth approve of 

To prevent its recurn, leethe Patient bleed twice ina yeats viz. 
at Spring and Fall ; and purge four times in a year, and make ule of 
{weating Drinks, and frequent fulphurous and nitrous Baths, 

The Sciatica differech not from che other Gout only in its Seituae 
tian, which is inthe Hip, extending che pain to the cop of the Bure 
Fock, the Loins, and Qs facrm,and reachech down to the Hip and Leg 
even to the Foor, . 3 

This peculiar Predi&tion belongeth to this Difeafe, that ifie con- 
tinuetong, it pucteth the Hip out of Joynt. 

The Cure is performed almoft inthe fame manner with the other 
Gout, Firft open the Vein in the Armon the fame Side, afterwards 
open the lower Veins on the fame fide, viz, Vena Poplitea about the 
nec, or the Veinnear the outward Ancle called the Sciatica Vein ; 
if yeuopen the Wein on the contrary fide, it will not do amils; 
bleeding the Hemorrhoid Veins by Leeches doth wonderfully help

Shall defcribe the Caufes and Cure of all putrid Feayers in one 
| Chapter 3 for though there are divers forts, yer the Cure is ale 
moft.the {ame in all s therefore, laying afide particular precepts, let 
the Judgement and Dextericy of every Phyfitian put a difference be- 
eween them, I fhall likewife wave many Nice Defcriprtions and Dee 
finiticns of Feavers : *Firft, as not benificial to the young Student in 
Phyfick : fecondly, as not beficting this Volume, 

Syncchus putrida is engendred of the fame Caufesas the fimple 
Synochus, asthe thutting up ofthe Pores of the skin, and Obe 
KruGion of the Veffels by much Blood, or clammy Humors 5 by 
which means the Tran{piration of fuliginous Yapouss is hindsed, and 
putrifadtion is bred in the Blood. 

A continual Tertian doth every thitd day affli& the Patient more 
than ordinary, and is caufed by cholerick Humors puteifying in the 
Vena Cava. And it is caufed by all things that may breed Choiler, 
as violent Exerciic, hot and dry Ayr, Fafting, Watching, Meats hor 
and dey, and.a hot and dry Diftemper of the Liver. 

A Quotidian continuing, isa puttifying of phlegmatick Humors 
inthe Veins ; and afflicts che Patient more than ordinary every day. 
and doth for the moft parr affail phlegmarick perfons 3. and becaule 
phlegm is not cafily  putrifyedy this kind, ef Feaver is feldome 
{eens 
“The. continual Quartane is that whieh hath its Exacerbations og 
Fits every fourchday, and it is cauled by the purrefaGion of ,Melan~ 
choly inthe 7a Cav1y and is caufed of any thing that breeds Mele 
ancholy and canf{eth ic to putrify. 

Of thefe Feavers, there are accidental differences railed from theie 
diftin® Symptoms. Firft, Febris ardensy o¢ a burning Feaver which 
is accompanied with thefe Symptomes, vix. an ardent burning Heat, 
and unquenchable Thirit ; whichis alfo divided into two forts, a 
Legitimacc, or baftard burningFeaver, a Sysichus ardeas, and Ardeus

Old or fimple diftilled Warers, are dr2wn out of Herbs; Flows 
ers, Fruits,and Roots ¥ all which ought to be diftilled when 
they are in their greaceft vigour , and ought co be gathered in a dry 
day about Noon. Thecommon way isto difil themin a Peuter 
Still: The water thus ciftilled is ( of all Medicines) the weakeft, 
yet is of ufe in mixing chem wich other Medicine, thatthey may be 
the better taken. To avoid burning, put fifted Athes under the Veffel,” 
which holds the Herbs, and give a gentle fire. 

Bur ro make che Wat¢r have more fmell and vertue of che Herbs, 
dothus: Take whargreen Herbs and Roots, or Flowers freth ga 
thered,if you pleafe to bruife chem, and mix then with fome Leven,
